Mr. Valtar, of coaroo your naoe hao popped op oa 
teros of the, conceralng the InTeatlgetion of the 
Kennedy aaaaaalnetlon end Indlcatloaa that the FEZ 
eight haTe knovn before hand that there eight have 
been an aaaaaalnatlon atteept and It ell centera 
around a teletype atatenent or a eeeo of aoee aort* 

Can yon tell ua vhat thla la all about, air, end 
what yon got when you worked for the FBI? 

Wall, what waa recelwad by the Haw Orleana FBI Office 
on the 17th of Moweeber of 1963 waa a noreal eoreeant 
teletype that the FBI offlcaa throughout the country 
would recelwe If a dignitary or the Prealdent would 
cone Into your area and they were prlearlly concerned 
with deweloplng Infornatlon aa to if there were any 
denonatratlona planned or any eebarraaalng altoatlona 
that the Prealdent or dignitary eay be placed in end 
thla particular teletype waa aent froe Waahlngton to 
all the SACa la the offlcea and 1 happened to be 
working the night froe 12 eldnlght to 8 in the eoraing 
the night that it caee in, indicating that they, the 
FBI, had recalwed inforeatioa that a poaaible atteept 
would be eade on Freaident Kennedy'e life in Dallea on 
the Dallea trip. 

Well, the FBI here ia ia denying any aort of knowledge 
of that eeeo or any kind of teletype aeaaage whataoewer. 
Are they juat eiataken, or lying or cowering up, or 
what? 

Wall, thet, you know that*a, well, 1 gueaa that*a for 
the public to decide. I*e willing to go to a Grand 
Jury or a Senate inweatigatiwe hearing end giwe end^ 
glwe the ewldence thet 1 hawe and elao naae naeea end 
I think poaalbly the Bureau haa alwaya taken the 
poaltlon, and I don't hawe anything againat the Bureau. 

I worked there for fiwe and a half yeara. Kr, the 
Bureau'a alwaya taken the poaition of don't eebarraaa 
the Bureeu end they felt at thia tine thet thia le~ 
foreatlon couldn't couldn't hawe been handled le e 
eore profeaalonal Banner and wouldn't hawe had eay er, 
effect at ell oe who would eaaaaainete Kennedy, or of 
the outcoee of the eaaaaainatioa.

I,wl waan*t In under any praeanre at all. In 1968 
Mark Lana was In Haw Orleans and ha ha awldantally 
liad • aourca of Inforaatlon that told hln that thara 
was such a nassaga. Ha accidentally stunblad on no 
at a Tnlana Dnlwarslty round table discussion. Found 
out that 1 was with the Bureau and requested na to 
talk with hlu which I refused to. It was lunedlataly 
after that that he gawe a signed affldawlt, not signed 
by ae but signed by hlu, gawe Jlu Garrison a signed 
affidavit saying that Mark Lane had talked to ua and 
that the Inforaatlon I had given hla was that a tala- 
type had been received and 1 had knowledge of It. 

Guttlson never checked with ae and I*va never talked 
with Mr. Garrison but Garrison went on the Johnny 
Carson show In 1968 and read that affidavit. From 
tgiat point the FBI questioned ae and I alght add 
that I voluntarll>> went to the FBI Office In 
Jacksonville, Florida where I was staying at the tine 
1 sav the Johnny Carson show and told then, ar, of 
what happened and they were only Interested In whether 
or not I had actually cooperated with Mark Lane and 
Intended to cooperate with Garrison. They never asked 
ae did I receive a teletype or did I have knowledge of 
the teletype. When 1 got back to Hew Orleans about 
v«tks aftsr that incident In Jeckeonvllle I 
voluntarily went to the FBI Office In Hew Orleans and 
went over the sane thing over again and also presanted 
the FBI Office In Hew Orleans with a note that Mark 
lane had put under ay door at ay apartaent saying that 
!(• vas going to tell Jla Garrison what 1 told hln and 
that Garrison was going to aake It nationally known. 

It wan at one point that 1 waa ever presaored by the 
FBI and ever asked about the teletype and that waa in 
■ashvllle, Tennessee when I was Interviewed by the 
Special Agent In Charge of the Meaphls Office. This 
again wan In 1968 and the aan, Mr. Jensen, was the 
Special Agent In Charge and Mr. Molken (phonetic) 
were there. It was late at night and Mr. Jensen stood 
up across tha desk froa ae and told as that Mr. loovar 
had sent hla to lashvllle to set ae straight and shut 
ae up and they asked ae to sign a group of papara 
‘which I refused to do and left and right after that 
I was called by the United States Attorney, Mr. Lacour, 
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ia Hev Orlaaaa mad 1 flaw from Vaahvllla, vtiard X vaa 
llTlng, to Hav Orlaaaa aad apaat tha antlra day vlt^» 
Mr. Lacoor and ay attornay and, ar, tbaa tha 

antlra atory and tha atatanenta and what had happanad 
ap to that point and, of conraa, tha FBI didn't chooaa 
to do anything in 68 and, ar, now, aa Z andaratand it, 
ar, I*a fraa to talk aboat it aad CBS nava coatactad 
aa Indapandantly , Z didn't contact than, and thay'ra 
doing a docaaantary in lowaabar aad that's wham tha 
lafornatloa got got oat.
